I iiuHtinii it ia one of iha moet valuuMe 
intiituiioiis of the kind in the titate; ami 
yet liow moch better and mora naeful 
coulii It be made were tiie proper spirit 
manifested toward it by our people, and 
eapeeially by thoae in antbority. 

The pliilaiitliropic (ipirit of a former 
citiiceu, the late Jatnes Wormald, gave 
tbi( inatitution to Mayaville. Fur the 
purpose of eatabliabing an institute 
"unitinK tbe adTaoK'KM ot a public 
library with those of a historical and 
ecientitiu aouiety," Mr. Wormald be- 
qnetthed the lot on Sntton ftiMt and 
«1m a sum of money. amoantloR we be- 
lieve to 120,000. Tbia aam, however, 
hM not yet become available, and prob- 
ably will not for many yean yet« as the 
income goea to certain relatives of Mr, 
Wormald daring their life. Inspired by 
the Keaeroaity of Mr. Wormald some 
public-spirited citixens contributed a 
eum sntticient to erect the present build- 
iOK shortly after Mr. Wormald's death, 
and since then tbe large and valuable 

collection of books have gradually been 
secured. Tbe trustees of tbe "Mays- 
ville and Mason County Library, Histor- 
ical and Si ientific Association," in whose 
hands the manaKement oi tbe ioHtitu- 
tion was placed, have of late years found 
themselves without fiitnls to maintain 
tbe institution as such an institution 
ehnnld be maintained. They liave no 
funds for tbe employment of a janitor, 
for keeping tbe building in repair and 
for cotiipeiisatiii^' t^ some extent the faith- 
ful Librarian who has devoted ao many 
years to tbe rare of the books and the prop ■ 
erty. With no fundg f jr these purposes it 
18 not Hurprieing that the institution has 
fallen into its present condition. Tbe 
l)iii!iiiii>; is in need of repairs. A neat 
veiamla would improve its appearance. 
The vard should be nicely sodded and 
inc'osvd, and neat walks put down. The 
interior should lie overhauled and reno- 
vated and then a janitor should be em- 
ployed to keep it in proper condition, 
and tbe Librarian should receive some 
!• jiii|)ensatioii f .r the time he devotes to 
the care and overHiftht of tlie inisiitiitioo. 
Let the honorable Board of Council turn 
over a new Ie«i' with the new year and 
new century and discharge a duly the 
city owes to this institution, by appro- 
priating a fund HiifilciBnt for the pur- 
poses just named. The city is doubly 
ob'.iKated to do tbU now, because the 
UouDcil daring tbe last few years bas 
plai^d within this institution the Oreen 
Nvooil Library and is yearly aiKiin>{ to 
thxf handsome and valuable collection. 

Council should also bear in mind tbe 
fact that the lihraiy in a most important 
adjunct to our public schouls. And one 
of the chit f aims of tbe iriistees ii to 
make it mor«* so with tbe increaaiog 
years. 

A recent number of the "New York 8at- 

.nrday l\"view" h^s a ftmn'^' and siij^jjes- 
tive anil |h upon itiib point -"I'uhlic 
6chx)l8 and Public Libraries"— urging 
the establiiibmant of such relations be- 
tween these two important factors in 
public eilnration as W')uld result in bt;n- 
etii to both and to the public at large. 
The problem wliich in New York, with 
ita ten thousand teachers, has yet to be 
aolved, has already found a practical 
solution in this little Kentucky town of 
ours. The Public Library is a recog- 
nized adjunct of the public schools as we 
have already stated. It i.- the ofHcial 
heait<|uarter8 of the Board of Kducation ; 
it is a school of research fjr the children 
who are taught; It is a school of instruc- 
tion for those who teach. Une of the 
beat possible indications of ita educa 
tiooal importance is the practical neoif 
nition of ita value by teachers who wish 
to keep in line with the most advanced 
ecbools of modern thoui.dit. The ablest 
educator, nowadays, is not the man who 
thinks he has esbantted the soarcea of 
human knowledge; but the one who 
Iloows that, if he would keep the re 
•peet of the pupil that he teaches and of 
the public that he serves, bii supplies of 
«ducational information must h9 fresh, 
wholesomie, abundant and alway* on tn}i 
1^0 one baa a keener appreciation of 
these facta than the capable and ener- 
Ketic teachera in tbe Maysville schools. 
In ooDoltwioD, bow can we expect any 



more htq tests like those oi the late 
Mr. V oruiald and the late Mr. Oreen* 

wood if we fail to properly manifest our 
appreciation of their goodneu and their 
generosity? Hitherto, our municipal 
authorities have .^hown little or no ap- 
preciation of these lequests, and if that 
ia to continue our -policy tbe city need 
never expe' t any more SUch gifts. I'et 
not the sin of ingratitude be laid any 
longer at our doors. Let us show to the 
world that wo appreciate these generous 
gifts, and will care for them properly sod 
put them to the very beat and aobleat 
une possibl e.

U'e-sfuily ipiaiantined against for weeks. 
'The ptMijue of Greenup County should 
stay with this matter imtil the instiga- 
torH of the outraire are identified and 
made to pay tbe uenaltv at tbe bar of 
public opinion— tnere Ming no legal 
remedy. 

The foragoing paragraph is from the 

Portsmouth Blade. It requires no com- 
ment. Tlie condition of atl'airs in Green- 
up naturally aatonishes her neighbors 
acro.ss the river; but there is no novelty 
in the situation for the people of Ken- 
tucky. If the curb be not promptly ap- 
plied, tbe medical trust in Kentucky will 
soon exhaust tbe revenuea and "stamp 
out" the business of the State. Uur 
readers will recall the reoently published 
facts in regard to the Oreennp "epidemic." 

On Thurwlay, Dr. Biggs, Health Oflicer 
of Greenup County, and other local 
physieiana, after careful investigation, is- 
sued a card stating that smallpox "did 
not exist" in the village of Uuseell. On 
the foBowing day. Dr. J. N. MeCormack, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
arrived on the ground and promptly re- 
ported that it "did exist." Now you efee 
t, and now you don't. NevertheUss it 
is there. It puts nobody to bed; it im- 

Eairs nobody's appetite ; it interrupts no- 
ody's business; it disturbs nobody's 
sleep; it requires little or no treatment ; 
it laeta but a few days; it leaves no traces 
of ite presence ; and carries no victims to 
the grave. This is the history oi tbe 
epiilemir" at Kussell. And|M at Bus- 
.sell, so everywhere. 

I.iet us ii'H be mifunderstood. The 
authorities of this county have fucci bs- 
fully fought epidemics for mauv years; 
and will always be found (<|ua) to any 
situation that may arice. If anv emptive 
disease which is contagious, shou'd ap- 
pear, every proper precaution will be 
taken by the people to prevent the 
spread of the disease. But they desire 
no meddlesome interference from abroad. 
They will isolate the inf. < ted ; they will 
vaccinate the unprotected; they will pay 
their own expenses; and they w ill audit 
their own bills. If quarantine is requir- 
ed they will ask for il
